Dear Stuart* 

The Lawrence Bank was organised in 1858 and sold out to S. C. Smith 
who operated an exchange and banking business until August 21, 1863 
when William C. Quantrell and 400 raiders burned the principal 
buildings, including the bank, and killed 150 unarmed citizens of 
Lawrence, Kansas. My $3 bank note about which you inquire was en- 
graved by the American Bank Note Company in New York about i860, 
at which time the City of Lawrence, Kansas, had about 9200 people 
and sustained a very substantial river commerce on the Kansas River 
(also known as the Kaw River). The vignette of the levee soene on 
the bank note is a view of the levee at Lawrence Kansas, but it con 
tains artistic additions no doubt suggested by the "Chamber of 
Commerce". It shows the typical construction of Mississippi River 
paddle wheel steamboats of the period just prior to the Civil War, 
a log raft used to float persons and cargo downstream, and typical 
cargo and activity along the water front. 

The vignette of the woman and her child is merely a standard en- 
graving generally used on bank notes of a group of banks by the 
American Bank Note Company and its predecessor f irme . 

You also inquire about Lyman* s Protection, by which system the bank 
notes are divided into two separate sections. You are aware that 
under the United States Constitution no paper money was issued by 
the Government prior to the Civil War and the state banks provided 
the paper circulating medium. There were some 16,000 different 
types of bank notes in circulation in the United States in i860, 
each different from the other in design. Although counterfeiting 
was common enough, raising the denomination of bank notes was 
easier and practiced even more. Whenever a bank failed and its

bank notes became worthless, there were always those who would cut 
the engraved numbers and denomination lettering from the worthless 
bank notes and use them to cover the denomination on a bank note 
of a solvent bank. By this means many low denominations were con- 
verted into higher denominati ons and, since people could not bo 
familiar with the vignettes and insignia on the myriad of bank 
notes in circulation, the raised bank notes could often be circu- 
lated. Lyman's Protection divided the bank note into two separate 
divisions, the si*e of .the division on the right bearing a rela- 
tionship to the denomination. In this way, a person accepting a 
bank note of this type which had been raised might readily notice 
that the denomination as raised did not agree with the sise of the 
right section of the note and the raised bank note could therefore 
be readily detected. In my collection I have the other notes of 
this series showing this system. 

If there are any other questions concerning this bank note, or any 
other of my bank notes which were in the Mississippi Panorama 
Exhibition, do not hesitate to call on me.
